When  this  is  done 
be  building  will  be  encased  with  brick 
nd  when  all  the  other  improvements 
re  added,  instead  of  a  house  at  present 
forth  S300.  it  will  be  worth  in  the  neigh- 
orhood  of  ftloOO.  In  fact  when  the  sale 
fas  effected,  it  was  with  the  understand- 
that  the  building  would  bo  improved  to 
bat  amount. 

Mr.  John  Wagar  purchaaed  the  two 
BsidenceH  nortn  of  the  library  for  fiWni, 
ut  resold  them  to  T.  O.  C  arscallen,  M  l’. 
’.  Mr.  Carsoallen  will  remove  them  to  his 
roperty  at  the  foot  of  Centro  street  jnst 
ouih  of  bis  undertaking  establiahed.

THE  LITTLE  HAIR  TRUNK. 

What  May  be  Found  in  Thic 
j  Small,  Shallow'  Box. 

In  many  a  farmhouse  closet  or  vil¬ 
lage  attic  may  be  found  ^  small, 
shallow  box,  perhaps  a  foot(  and  a 
half  square  and  six  inches  deep,  cov¬ 
ered  with  deerskin  with  the  hair  left 
on  tho  outside,  and  liberally  studded 
with  bra.ss  nails.  It  has  a  stilT  and 
clumsy  lock,  and  a  luindlo  upon  the 
top.  It  is  and  for  throe  generations 
has  been  known  to  the  family  as 
"the  little  hair  trunft." 

Here  is  the  precursor  of  the  mod¬ 
ern  .safety  deposit  vault.  Jn  it,  for 
the  better  part  of  a  century,  one 
housewife  after  another  has  desposit- 
ed  the  papers  of  family  importance. 

Within  it  are  expired  insurance  poli¬ 
cies  on  buildings  in  ashes  years  ago; 
quitclaim  deeds  signed  by  hands  long 
cold  in  death;  copies  of  verses  which 
a  fond  mother  fifty  years  ago  thought 
prophetic  of  genius;  receipted  bills  for 
gravestones;  agreements  of  partner¬ 
ship;  famijjr  recipes  for  soap  and  wed¬ 
ding-cake;  marriage  certificates  and  a 
silver  cofTm-pIatc;  specimen  silver 
spoons  of  four  generations;  tax  bills, 
on  some  of  which  may  be  seen  the 
signature  of  a  town  collector  who  de¬ 
faulted,  .and  passed  his  last  days  in 
prison— a  tragedy  written  in  a  single 
name.

Attempt  Will  be  Made  to  Cultivate 
It  in  England. 

Tho  superior  milling  quality  of 
Canadian  wheat,  which  la  constant¬ 
ly  being  so  lavishly  praised  by  mil- 
IcMH  in  this  country  to  the  detriment 
<»f  homegrown  grain  Itus  led  to  an 
attempt  being  made  on  tho  part  of 
the  Tloyal  Agricultural  Moch’ty  to 
cultivate  the  Canadian  sorts  In  Eng¬ 
land  saj's  tho  Hondon  Post.  For  tho 
past  two  years  Canadian  seed  has 
grown  at  llic  Woburn  expe^riment 
station,  and  the  results  so  far  seem 
to  point  to  the  possibility  of  tho 
Imported,  varieties  being  grown  for 
successive  years  without  suffering 
appreciublu  deterioration  in  their 
p.''ct;!iar  properties.  The  crops  could 
not  poMsibl.v  have  bc'eii  subjected  to

Lovely  Lay’er  Bake. — An  expert  in 
cookery  gives  the  following  recipe, 
with  careful  directions  as  to  mixing, 
which  are  as  necessary  to  success  as 
nro  tho  ingredients  ;  Cream  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  cup  of  butter,  add  gradual¬ 
ly  one  cup  of  sugar,  then  two  well 
beaten  eggs,  half  a  cup  of  milk,  and 
Olio  and  two-thirds  cups  of  flour 
sifted  iiUth  two  and  a  half  teaspoons 
of  baking  powder.  In  cold  weather 
soften  the  butter  and  warm  the 
bowl  before  beginning  to  mix  cake. 
Have  tho  flour  sifted  and  measured, 
butter  tho  enko  tins  with  a  bristle 
brush.  and  sift  over  their  greased 
surface  a  film  of  flour  to  keep  the 
cake  from  sticking.  Put  tho  soften¬ 
ed  butter  in  tho  warm  bowl  and  beat 
'vith  tho  slitted  spoon  until  it  is 
creamy;  this  allows  a  perfect  blend¬ 
ing  with  tho  sugar,  which  should  be 
added  whilo  you  beat  constantly. 
When  tho  butter  and  sugar  is  white 
and  creamy,  sift  in  a  few  spoonfuls 
of  flour,  then  add  the  eggs  and  beat 
energetically.  Pour  in  the  milk,

I  In  view  of  the  enormous  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  Manchurian  Railway 
for  tho  successful  prosecution  6i  the 
war  on  tho  part  of  Russia,  somc^  re¬ 
marks  of  an  old  Prussian  officer  in 
the  Frankfurter  Zeitung  will  prove 
timely  and  interostiug.

A  DANGER  POINT. 

Every  Chinese  coolie  who  has  been 
badly  treated  can  avenge  himself  on 
Russia  by  destroying  the  invaluable 
line  of  communication.  It  should 
be  remembered,  too,  that  tbe  China¬ 
man,  the  Japanese,  in  fact  every 
Mongolian,  knows  all  about  explo¬ 
sives  and  is  n  master  hand  in  the 
art  of  destruction.

Onr*' 
rail-s  have  been  dragged  away  and 
buried,  or  rendered  useless  through 
explosives,  it  is  all  over  with  Rus¬ 
sia’s  splendid  railw'ay  communicii- 
tions;  and  I  am  convinced  that  the 
railway  is.  for  the  Russian  military 
administration,  no  longer  a  comfort 
but  a  burden.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  undertake  repairs  mcossantly; 
these  will  require  a  horde  of  work¬ 
men,  and  yet  it  will  all  be  to  no 
purpose. 

•‘That  I  am  not  too  pessimistic  in 
this  matter  I  know  positively  from 
personal  experience.  During  the 
Boxer  uprising  there  came  to  Chefoo 
almost  daily  shiploads  of  .Japanese, 
who  were  making  their  wa3’  int8  the 
interior.  They  claimed  to  be  mer¬ 
chants;  but  here  and  there  admitted 
without  hesitation  that  they  did  not 
come  as  merchants  to  China,  but 
were  making  a  detour  via  Chefoo 
and  Tientsin,  avoiding  Port  Arthur, 
t©  get  to  the  great  railway.’

HINTS  TO  HOLTSEKEEPERS. 

Nutmegs  should  bo  kept  out  of  tho 
reach  of  children.  They  are  a  dead¬ 
ly  poison,  ns  dangerous  as  carbolic 
acid  or  ammonia.  Curiously,  many 
children  seem  fond  of  them.  A  case 
is  on  record  where  an  8-year-old  boy 
died  in  great  agony  after  chewing 
two  nutmegs. 

Children  often  have  curiously  ab¬ 
normal  appetites,  as  witness  the 
craving  of  the  schoolgirl  for  chalk 
and  slate  pencils.  Things  that  arc 
deleterious  should  bo  rarcfiilly  kept 
out  of  their  way.  A  child  old 
enough  to  know  better  once  ate  so 
much  camphor  gum  (“because  it  felt 
so  funny  in  her  teeth.”  she  explain¬ 
ed)  that  she  was  made  very  ill  and 
has  ever  since  disliked  the  odor  of 
camphor. 

Equal  parts  of  ammonia  and  spir¬ 
its  of  turpentine  will  take  paint  out 
of  clothing  nx)  matter  how  dry  and 
hard  it  may  be.  Saturate  the  spot 
several  times  and  then  wash  out  in 
soapsuds. 

Improve  the  first  fine  days  by  giv¬ 
ing  tho  bedding  a  good  airing  on  the 
lino.  The  sun  purifies  blankets  and 
quilts,  raising  the  pile  on  the  first 
and  enlivening  tho  cotton  in  the 
latter. 

One  of  the  “spring  jobs”  the  house 
wife  dreads  is  tho  frying  and  pack¬ 
ing  down  of  the  sausage  and  hams 
for  summer  consumption.  To  avoid 
having  to  treat  tho  hams  in  this 
manner  make  covers  of  heavy  cot¬ 
ton,  sewing  tho  hams  into  them 
tightly,  and  then  w’hitewash  the  out¬ 
side.  Hung  in  a  cool  cellar  or  a 
dry  dark  granary  they  are  safe  from 
flies.

Secreted  somewise  In  the  earth— 
perhepe  in  the  reeder'e  farden— ore 
metole  of  many  kinde,  which  ore  coll- 
od  "the  rare  metole,"  beceuee  eo  far 
they  have  been  found  only  In  trifling 
quentitlee.  They  must  be  present 
somewhere  In  largo  quontitiee,  and  it 
is  only  a  case  of  search  and  you  will 
find. 

Altogether  there  are  thirty  to  forty 
of  these  rare  earths  which  fetch  a 
big  price  in  the  market.  Many  of 
them  are  bought  merely  for  museums 
or  scientific  experiment;  bet  others 
are  very  valuable  substances  com¬ 
mercially. 

Uranium,  for  instance,  from  which 
the  magic  element  radium  has  been 
separated,  is  worth,  when  chemically 
pure,  over  $900  per  pound.  A  ton  of 
10  per  cent,  ore  would  fetch  between 
$350  and  $800. 

THE  PARENT  OF  RADIUM. 

Uranium  is  very  valuable  In  the 
manufacture  of  gun-mot  a  1  for  heavy 
Cannon  and  armor-plate.  It  gives  a 
beautiful  fluorescent  green  hue  to 
glassware  and  a  fine  velvety  block  to 
^orcelain.  As  everyone  is  aware, 
this  precious  metal  is  found  in  Corn¬ 
wall  pitchblende. 

How  is  anyone  to  recognize  it  when 
found?  That  is  not  an  easy  matter. 
But  there  should  bo  no  great  difflcul- 
ty  in  recognizing  many  of  the  rare 
metals.  I^lT  rc9pon6M,  of  course,  to 
tests  peculiar  to  Itself,  and  one  of 
the  tests  for  a  uranium  compoum^  is 
that,  when  mixed  with  a  little  borax 
and  microcosmic  salt,  and  placed  in 
the  familiar  blowpipe  flame,  it  forms 
a'  green  bead  in  tho  inner  flame,  and 
a  yellow  bead  in  the  outer  flame, 
which  becomes  yellowlahi-grecn  on 
cooling. 

Some  of  the  metals  used  in  making 
incandescent  light  ore  thorium  and 
cerium,  or.  rather,  their  oxides— 
thoria  and  ccria.  Cerium  was  dis¬ 
covered  a  century  ago  (1803),  and 
.yet  it  is  still  rare.  It  is  twice  as 
dear  as  uranium.  Thorium,  an  iron- 
grey  metal,  was  found  in  1829.  Both 
are  much  sought  for,  with  the  result 
that  the  latter  has  fallen  much  in 
price  during  the  past  ten  years. 

liOOK  FOR  ZIRCONIUM. 

A  curious  thing  in  connection  with 
these  metals  is  that  the  brilliant 
white  incandescent  light  which  they 
give  when  mixed  is  not  natural  to 
either  of  them  alone.  Either  of  them 
separately  give  a  yellowish  light  of 
very  little  power.  Cerium  has  other 
uses.  Tn  medicine  is  is  a  ctire  for 
hysteria  and  sea-sickness.  And  it  is 
also  used  in  the  development  of  ani¬ 
line  black. 

Another  very  valuable  and  very  rare 
metal  used  for  lighting  purpo.ses  is 
zirconium.  This  was  discovered  lir> 
years  ago.  .vot  no  one  hs»  yrt  had 
the  good  fortune  to  find  such  a  de¬ 
posit  us  would  make  him  a  million¬ 
aire.  It  is  present  in  several  strange- 
nniped  minerals,  such  as  eudiolyto. 
polymlgnite,  hyacinth,  etc.  One  valu¬ 
able  pro|)crty  of  this  rare  metal  is 
that  very  intense  heat  does  not  de- 
fitro.v  it.  Hence  it  is  used  to  make 
the  cylinders  of  the  Drummond  light 
for  lighthouses,  being  m,ade  to  glow 
by  tho  tremendous  heat  of  the  exyhy- 
drogen  flame.  The  cylinder  remains 
as  good  as  ever  after  months  of  use. 
Metp-lllc  zirconium  is  worth  about  ten 
shillings  per  gramme.  One  ton  of  it 
would  bring  to  its  owner  over  half  a 
million  of  money.  But  some  of  tho 
natural  compounds  of  zircoria  are 
splendid  gems  worth  $10  pcf  carat, 
or  Sl.-’jOO  per  ounce. 

Then  there  is  molybdenum,  which 
forms  a  most  remarkable  compound 
with  both  steel  and  nickel.  Molybd¬ 
enum  nickel-steel  cannot  be  Ijcalen  for 
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of  Woleo,  tko 
took  deUfiit  la  boaM  mnUnmry,  mmay 
of  iMT  qtadiili  hale  end  boaasta  worn 
at  that  tlaw  bi^  the  oateoaM  of 
her  own  clew  flnfere.  It  is  eaM 
that  the  bonaet  worn  oa  the  eeeaeiea 
of  the  late  Ooeen  Victoria's  Jubilee 
(1887)  owed  its  elegaaee  to  her  eklU 
os  on  artistic  needle-womaa.

It  doc-s  not  melt  until  a  temperature 
of  8.150  degrees  Fahrenheit  is  reach¬ 
ed.  and  is  therefore  most  us^'fiil  in 
making  chemical  niiparatus— such  us 
crucibles,  foil,  .and  wire.  New  Zea¬ 
land.  New  South  Wal'^s.  and  British 
Columbia  are  good  hunting  groiin^ 
for  this  treasure. 

A  few  of  the  other  r.are  elements 
which  are  tunuui  to  useful  occ.-^unt 
are  palladium,  iridium,  gallium  lithi¬ 
um.  and  menachin  or  titanium. 

I.ithiuin.  the  lightest  of  nil  metals 
(only  about  half  the  weight  of  wa¬ 
ter)  is  a  well-known  cure  for  gout. 

Palladium.  abouy‘''as  hard  ns  steel. 
t.T  ver.v  valuable  in^  the  mechanism  of 
watches,  as  It  does  not  rust  in  damp 
air, 

gallium  pays  best  of  all. 

Iridium,  on  extremely  hard,  steel¬ 
like  metal,  is  used  for  watch  and 
compns  bearings,  knife-edges  of  deli¬ 
cate  balances,  and  ns  pen-points. 
Some  three  to  six  thousand  sxnull 
grains  go  to  the  ounce.  n:id  ous  of 
these  is  taken  and  attached  to  the 
pen  with  silver  solder,  then  split  and. 
ground  to  shape. 

Iridium  is  worth  about  $l.rF>(>XK>0 
per  ton.  and  palladium  about  $1 .5')(>.- 

ono. 

Oalliuin.  so  soft  that  it  melts  in 
the  hand,  makes  a  much  better  inir- 
iror  than  quicksilver,  but  ns  the  price 
I  is  S21 .100.000  per  ton.  gallium  inir- 
Wr.s  are  rarer  than  the  metal  itself. 

Besides  the  foregoing  hidden  trea¬ 
sures  there  are  many  more  for  which 
no  use  has  .vet  been  found,  but  which 
are  vorv  valuable  as  scientific  curio-  , 
sities.— London  Answers.

f  GIBSON  TAXATION  BILL 

PASSES  ITS  FfNAL  STAGE. 


The  new  taxation  bill  passed  its  final 
stage  in  the  legislaturo  Monday,  and  will 
come  into  force  Jane  Jst,  1905.  The  main 
features  of  the  bill,  are  as  follows,  and 
will  guide  assessors  in  their  work: — 

KXEMPTION.S.

Meanwhile  a  very  consider¬ 
able  movement  of  Americans  into  Can* 
has  set  in.  Down  to  June  30  last,  the 
American  immigrants  to  the  Canadian 
Northwest  numbered  120,000.  All 
that  country  is  being  rapidly  settled 
up,  and  as  its  population  grows  the 
demand  for  factory  goods  and  general 
inerchandiso  from  the  older  province.s 
increases. 

3.  Liberals  have  added  to  an  im¬ 
proved  the  Intercolonial  till  it  is  now 
able  to  earn  running  expenses;  and 
these  betterments  have  helj  ed  indirect¬ 
ly  to  promote  interprovincial  trade, 
which  was  never  so  great  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  country. 

4.  They  have  improved  the  8t.  Law¬ 
rence  route,  are  now  providing  a  chan¬ 
nel  30  feet  deepVbetween  tidewater  and 
Montreal,  hlive  built  canals  we^t  of 
Montreal,  and  construettd  minor  works 
of  various  kinds  at  other  points,  all 
with  the  view  of  cheapening  trains* 
portation  rates  and  so  increasing  the 
selling  value  of  Canadian  products. 

5.  They  have  opened  the  Yukon,  7  re¬ 
served  order  there  and  aided  in  estab¬ 
lishing  another  market  for  Eastern 
goods. 

6.  The  abounding  prosperity  is  due, 
of  course,  to  natural  causes;  but  Lib¬ 
erals  can  claim  credit  for  having,  by 
a  wise  readjustment  of  the  tariff  and 
other  measures,  allowed  industry  full

It 
has  now  been  agreed,  however,  that 
the  C.madian  Pacific  shall  have  Tun¬ 
ing  rights  over  the  line  from  Sudbury 
to  Toronto  which  tlie  Canadian  xSioith- 
ern  is  about  to  build,  and  that  in 
return,  tlio  Canadian  Northern  is  to 
have  running  rigbt.s  over  the  Lake 
Superior  divii-ion  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  from  Port  Arthur  to  Sudbury. 
Obviously,  the  competors  are,  in  rail¬ 
way  parlance,  going  to  bed  to-gelher, 
and  the  settler  and  ranchman  will 
have  to  pay  a  combine  rate  until  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  comes  to  their 
relief. 

Thij  consolidat'OD  of  interests  im¬ 
pairs  another  Opposition  criiici.sm.  It 
was  boldly  said  that  section  24  of  the 
agreement  with  the  Grand  Trunk  Paci- 
fir,  whereby  the  Government  is  autn-

THE  BULL’S  EYE. 


How  the  Center  of  the  Target  Cam* 
to  Dc  .So  Named. 

Why  is  the  target’s  hull’s  eye  so  call¬ 
ed? 

This  is  one  of  many  instances  in  our 
language  where  words  have  gained  a 
higher  status  than  that  with  which 
they  started  and  have  been  promoted 
from  the  slang  dictionary  to  the  dic¬ 
tionary  of  words  of  respectable  and 
current  use. 

Bull’s  eye  Is  found  in  tbe  dictionary 
of  “Tho  Canting  Crew”  so  far  back  as 
1690  and  was  the  vulgar  word  for  the 
central  ring  of  the  target  used  as  a 
mark  for  archers,  which  was  colored 
differently  from  the  other  rings.  This 
<pny  have  arisen  from  the  ancient 
rounded  shields,  cut  out  of  ox  hide  and 
strengthened  with  a  spike  or  central 
boss  for  this  shield  or  target:  hence 
target  was  often  used  as  a  mark  itself.

The  origin  of  a  “red  letter  day”  has 
been  traced  back  to  the  thli*d  century. 
Gregory,  bishop  'of  Caesarea,  zealous 
for  the  conversion  of  pagans,  found 
them  unwilling  to  give  up  their  custom¬ 
ary  recreations  at  the  festivals  of  their 
gods,  so,  taking  a  leaf  out  of  their 
book,  he  instituted  festivals  in  honor 
of  saints  and  martyrs. 

This  example  soon  led  to  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  holy  days,  now  corrupted  into 
holidays.  In  old  almanacs  all  such 
holy  days  were  set  forth  In  red  ink, 
the  rest  being  in  black;  hence  the  term 
“red  letter*  day’’  for  any  notable  occa¬ 
sion. 

Olhei-s  say  that  the  origin  of  the  ex¬ 
pression  is  much  more  recent  and  is 
duo  to  tho  fact  that  saiut.s’  day.  the 
r>tli  of  November,  tho  king’s  birthday 
and  aecessiou  and  King  Charles’  day 
were  similarl.v  marked  oft  in  rod  as 
holidays  for  the  I’.ank  of  England,  evi¬ 
dently  in  the  times  of  the  later  Stuarts.

The  City’s  Wholesale  Dis¬ 
trict  Wiped  Out.

Indatcribable  in  its  terron,  irretMble 
In  iu  foro««  nod  oaUmltoui  beyond 
any  dliaeter  that  has  yet  overtaken 
Toronto  wae  the  great  fire  that  laat 
night  swept  tbrongh  the  wholesale 
centre  of  the  city,  leaving  In  its  track 
sores  of  smoking  rains,  where  a  few 
hoars  before  thm  had  been  huge  ware* 
boases  and  factories  filled  with  the 
costliest  of  merobandfse. 

Thank  Ood,  the  wind  blew  toward 
the  lake,  or  the  story  of  Toronto's  loss 
woald  have  been  among  the  great 
fires  of  history.  At  this  writing  the 
fi^Vea  probably  Inolades  thirty  acres 
bonnded  roogbly  by  Lome  street  and 
the  Queen's  Hotel  on  the  west,  the 
Esplanade  on  the  soath.  and  midway 
between  King  and  Wellington  on  the 
oortb.  Eastwatd  the  fire  still  rages, 
in  spite  of  the  utmost  efforts  to  stay 
it,  and  there  Is  no  longer  doabt  that  a 
large  Dart  of  the  block  between  Bay 
and  Yonjb,  sooth  of  Wellington,  has 
been  destroyed. 

The  wind  was  a  gale  from  the  north* 
west,  but  veered  at  times  almost  to  the 
northeast.  In  the  main,  however,  the 
course  of  the  fire  is  frem  the  northwest 
and  the  strip  blotted  oat  of  the  heart 
of  Toronto  is  about  500  ft  by  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  long. 

The  money  loss  cannot  be  guessed 
pven.  Some  of  the  great  warehou.^^es, 
like  those  of  Gordon,  Mackay  &  Com¬ 
pany,  Copp,  Clark,  the  Brock  Company 
Brown  Brothers,  Gage  &  Company  and 
War^^ick  Brothers  db  Company,  hao 
stock  and  machinery  iu  them  worti 
from  a  quarter  to  three-quarters  of  a 
million.  The  destruct ion  of  at  least 
forty  of  these  great  establishments  is 
complete  at  the  hour  of  going  to  ress. 
Hiid  the  money  loss  cannot  l»e  less  than 
five  or  six  million  dollars.  As  thefii*- 
bas  eaten  out  the  heart  of  the  block 
between  Bay  and  Yonge,  it  is  beyond 
all  doubt  that  the  loss  will  run  up  to 
perhaps  eight  millions. 

The  fire  had  its  origin  in  the  second 
floor  of  the  E.  &  S.  Currie  neckwear 
factory  on  the  north  side  of  Wellington 
at  8.04.

A  much,  more  admirable  typo  of 
millionaire-reclusd  woa  Mr.  Henry 
Milman,  who  lived  for  many  years  in 
a  tiny,  dilapidated  cottage  on  tho 
outskirtH  of  HrnoWyn,  N.  V.,  with 
nn  old  woman  to  look  ofter  his 
VERY  MODEST  WANTS. 

Mr.  Milman  hnxl  inlvprltcd  a  fortune 
of  SO.OOO.OfK)  from  his  father,  but 
in  his  opinion,  tho  money  had 
not  been  InonesUy  gained,  ho  refused 
to  spend  a  cent  of  it  on  himself  moro 
than  was  abBolut.cly  needed  to  keen 
body  and  soul  t<»getlier,  and  this  sum 
he  fixed  at  S.’S  a  week. 

Ho  made  it  the  busIncBS  of  hig  lif(j 
to  seek  out of  deserving  noed, 
and  for  this  purpose  ho  would  spend 
his  days  wandering  about  the  Ftreets 
of  Now  York,  n  shabby,  forlorn  fig¬ 
ure.  Whenever  ho  discovered  deserv¬ 
ing  objects  of  his  charity—  and  they 
were  pl<’»itlful— he  would  either  send 
a  substantial  sunx  of  money  anony- 
moiisl.v,  or  Icavo  it  at  their  homos 
and  walk  rapidly  away  ns  if  be  had 
done  a  discreditable  act.  In  this 
way  1^'r.  Milman  gave  away  untold 
sums  to  others,  'while  leading  himself 
a  .‘lordld  existence  on  $.5  a  week.

Tho  le.sson  seems  to  follow  im¬ 
mediately  upon  the  last  in  tho  re¬ 
gular  order  of  events  and,  like  the 
last  is  recorded  both  by  Matthew 
and  Luke.  The  first  verso  of  this 
chapter  should  certainly  bo  included 
in  our  lesson,  as  it  is  tho  key  to  tho 
lesson,  and  the  transfiguration  is  the 
unfolding  and  fuiilllnicnt  of  His  say¬ 
ing  in  that  verse.

The  Policy  Pursued  With  Refurd 
to  the  Woods  and 
Poreete. 

Germany  ie  a  country  thah  mokes 
the  most  of  ite  resourcee.  Whatever  ^ 
the  Umlta  of  ite  etatcemen  may  bei< 
they  havo  a  fceoa  eye  (or  all  thet 
can  be  turned  to  tho  adranta|re  OT 
their  country,  either  at  tho  preeent 
time  or  in  future  years,  cither  abroad 
or  at  home,  soys  a  writer  in  The  ^ 
London  Chronicle,  Nothing  illustrat¬ 
es  this  more  forcibly  than  the  policy 
which  has  been  pursued  for  jrears  by 
the  vasious  German  States  with  re¬ 
gard  to  their  woods  and  forests.  Tho 
forests  of  Germany  arc  one  of  tho 
most  important  assets  of  tho  country 
and  are  controlled  and  managed  wi^h 
a  care  and  foresight  which  are  above 
all  pral»*.  The  art  of  forestry  as 
pretetised  by  all  tho  States  has  been 
conducted  for  30  years  with  n  skill 
and  with  an  application  of  scientific 
methods  to  practical  details  which 
are  bound  to  secure  complete  success. 

The  Governments  of  the  German 
States  are  aware  that  nothing  affects 
climate  more  than  the  presence  of 
large  forested  districts.  Forests 
the  force  of  inclement  winds, 
and  their  influence  on  the  humidity 
of  the  atmosphere  and  soil  is  too  well 
^nown  to  call  for  remark.  In  Ger¬ 
many  the  State  does  not  permit  the 
private  owner  of  woodlands,  to  do  as 
he  likes  with  his  own,,  tyhilc  per¬ 
mitting  him  o  certain  amount  of 
freedom  in  planting  and  deforesting, 
it  exercises  n  wholesome?  control,  so 
as  to  prevent  him  from  doing  any¬ 
thing  which  will  injure  the  district. 

He  is  practically  an  occupier.  His 
woods  are  of  importance  not  for  him 
alone,  or  merely  for  the  jxrcsent 
time,  but  for  tho  .^ntire  community, 
and  for  all  time.  to  the  com¬ 

plete  deforesting  of  lorgtx  tracts  on 
the  northern  se-a  coast  in^thc  18th 
century,  an  extensive  shore  line  was 
exposed  to  tho  inhospii^ble  sea 
winds,  and  the  dune  sands  which  wero 
kepi  back  by  the  forests  havo  now 
so  far  encroached  that  they  cover  tho 
sites  of  once  populous  and  flourishing 
villages,  and  are  threatening  to  choke 
up  the  estuaries  of  numerous  streams. 

ITS  WEALTH  OF  F0RF.vST. 

Taking  tho  entire  area  of  Germany, 
it  is  probably  the  most  donfx»ly  wockI- 
ed  country  in  Europe.  Over  2.">  per 
cent,  of  tho  area  of  tho  empire  is 
covered  with  forest;  the  northern 
districts  near  the  sea  arc  less  densely 
wooded  but  tho  central  and  southern 
provinewB  contain  forests  equal  to 
S.’S  per  cent,  of  their  area.  The  to¬

Mr.  Milroan  hod  inherited  a  fortune 
of  $0,000,000  lYom  his  father,  but 
as,  in  his  oplnfon,  the  money  had 
not  been  honestly  gained,  ho  refused 
to  spend  a  cent  of  It  on  himself  more 
than  was  absolutely  needed  to  kecd 
l)ody  and  soul  t<»gether.  and  this  sum 
he  fixed  at  $5  o  weelf. 

Ho  made  it  the  business  of  hig  life 
to  seek  out of  deserving  need, 
and  for  this  purpose  he  would  spend 
his  da.vs  wandering  about  the  rtreets 
of  New  York,  a  shabby,  forlorn  fig¬ 
ure.  Whenever  ho  discovered  deserv¬ 
ing  objects  of  his  charity—  and  they 
were  plentiful— ho  would  either  send 
a  substantial  sum  of  money  anony¬ 
mously,  or  Icavo  it  at  their  homes 
and  walk  rapidly  tiwny  as  If  4ie  had 
done  a  discreditable  act.  In  this 
wa.v  Mr.  Milman  gave  away  untold 
sums  to  others,  'while  leading  himself 
a  sordid  existence  on  $5  a  week.

Why  these 
three  instead  of  the  others  and  why 
John  should  come  nearer  than 
James  or  Peter  we  may  not  perhaps 
know,  but  we  do  know  that  few 
seem  willing  to  bo  His  choice  ones, 
Ills  N.szurite.s,  although,  uS  in  re¬ 
demption,  it  bcenis  to  be  for  "who-  I 
soever  will."

THE  STATE. 


The  Policy  Ptureued  With  Ref&rd 
to  the  ‘Woods  and 
Foreete. 

Germany  ie  a  country  thah  make* 
the  most  of  its  reeourcee.  Whatever 
the  faulte  of  ite  etatcemcn  may  beTlj^ 
they  havo  u  keen  eye  (or  all  that 
can  be  turned  to  tho  advantalfe  of 
their  country,  either  nt  the  prceent 
time  or  in  future  years,  cither  abroad 
or  at  home,  says  a  writer  in  The 
London  Chronicle,  Nothing  illustrat¬ 
es  this  more  forcibly  than  the  policy 
which  has  been  purBUed  for  years  by 
the  vasious  German  States  with  re¬ 
gard  to  their  woods  and  forests.  Tho 
forests  of  Germany  are  one  of  tho 
most  lmport4Mnt  assets  of  tho  country 
and  arc  controlled  and  managed  wivh 
a  care  and  foresight  which  are  above 
all  praise*.  'Phe  art  of  forestry  as 
practised  by  all  tho  States  has  been 
conducted  for  30  years  with  a  skill 
and  with  nn  application  of  scientific 
methods  to  practical  details  which 
are  bound  to  secAiro  complete  success. 

The  Oovemments  of  the  Gorman 
States  arc  aware  that  nothii^  affects 
climate  more  than  the  presence  of 
large  forested  districts.  Forests 
brt^  the  force  of  inclement  winds, 
and  their  influence  on  the  humidity 
of  the  atmosphere  and  soil  is  too  well 
^nown  to  call  for  remark.  In  Ger¬ 
many  the  State  does  not  permit  the 
private  owner  of  woodlands  to  do  as 
ho  likes  with  his  own..  AVhilc  per¬ 
mitting  him  a  certain  amount  of 
freedom  in  planting  and  deforesting, 
it  e.xorcises  a  wholesome  control,  so 
as  to  prevent  him  from  doing  any¬ 
thing  which  will  injure  the  district. 

He  is  practically  an  occupier.  His 
woods  arc  of  importance  not  for  him 
alone,  or  merely  for  the  jircsont 
time,  but  for  the  ^ntire  community, 
and  for  all  time.  OV^ng  to  the  com¬ 
plete  deforesting  of  larjk  tracts  on 
the  ndrthern  Bc.a  coast  inythe  18th 
century,  an  extensive  shore  line  was 
exposed  to  the  inhospitable  sea 
winds,  and  the  dune  sands  which  were 
kepi  back  by  tho  forests  have  now 
so  far  encroached  that  they  cover  tho 
sites  of  once  populous  and  flourishing 
villages,  and  are  threatening  to  choke 
up  the  estuaries  of  numerous  streams. 

ITS  WEALTH  OF  FOnF.vST. 

Taking  the  entire  area  of  Germany, 
it  is  probably  the  most  densely  wood-, 
ed  country  in  Europe.  Over  25  per 
cent,  of  tho  area  of  the  empire  is 
covered  with  forest:  the  northern 

districts  near  tho  sea  arc  less  densely 
wooded,  but  the  central  and  southern 
provinewh  contain  forests  equal  to 
35  per  cent,  of  their  area.  The  to¬ 
tal  extent  of  the  German  forests 
works  out  to  nearly  .35,000,000  acres. 

It  would  extend  this  article  to  un¬ 
wieldy  proportions  were  I  to  At¬ 
tempt  anything  like  a  serx’ey  of  the 
work  of  tile  various  German  woods 
and  forests  departments.  But  let  us 
take  the  Kingdom  of  Prussia.  Over 
25  per  cent,  of  the  entire  surface  of 
the  country  is  covered  with  wood,  of 
which,  roughly  speaking,  the  half  is 
In  the  po.ssession  of  the  state  and  of 
municipal  and  communal  bodies. 
considorablo  nn  addition  to  its  re¬ 
sponsibilities  os  the  care  and  culture 
of  the  national  woodlands  imply,  ne¬ 
cessitated  the  employment  of  a  large 
staff  of  rkillcd  foresters  and  of  a 
multitude  of  unskilled  laborers.  Tn 
I’rusRia  the  nrincipnl  posts  in  the 
Wood.s  opd  Dorests  Department  .are 
fill<*d  by  thirty-four  upper  forest 
"masters.'’  with  03  clerks  and  757 
upper  foresters.  Every  one  of  these 
men  is  a  skilled  forester,  a  graduate 
of  one  of  the  forest  academies  nt 
r.bi*rfiwalde  mid  at  Alumlen.  These 
academies  are  model  inBtitutions  of 
their  kind,  and  are  cfiuipped  with  a 
staff  of  professors  who  tench  every 
subject  nece.ssory  for  the  complete 
education  of  an  accomplished  wood- 
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\\0Kithus  liHrtftftffured.  !»ut  rather

THOUSANDS  EMPLOYED, 

.  It  Is  difllciilt  to  form  an  exadl  es¬ 
timate  cf  the  extent  to  which  labor 
is  employed  in  the  state  forests,  but 
the  latest  budget  of  the  Pru.sslan 
Forest  Department  affords  some  clues. 
In  addition  to  the  higher  oHlcials  al- 
1  read.v  mentioned,  provision  is  made 
I  for  119  assistant  foresters,  who  are 
candidates  for  higher  posts,  and  for 
3,887  district  foresters.  These  dis¬ 
trict  foresters  are  not  necesaarily 
academy  graduates,  bxit  they  are  all 
skilletl  men.  and  ere  recruited  from 
the  rank.s  of  tho  better  ecfucatcd  non¬ 
commissioned  officers  af  tlie  arni.y  add 
navy.  ,  The  number  of  unskilled  lab¬ 
orers  constantly  employed  in  the 
Prussian  forests  cannot  fall  for  short 
of  3.500  men.  These  are  woodmen 
pure  and  simple,  drawn  .from  tho 
I)e,asantry,  selected  for  their  hone-sty. 
sobriety  and  sound  health.  If  their 
xrages  nre  not  very  high,  the.v  have 
constant  work,  and  the  helplessness 
of  their  old  ago  is  mitigated  by  a 
pension. 

Tho  state  forests  also  give  employ¬ 
ment  to  n  large  number  of  persons 
in  a  variety  of  indirect  ways.  Among 
the  numerous  interesting  items  in 
last  .year’s  Budget.

game;  even  the  lawyers  hafo  their 
share.  \ 

MILUONS  IN  ANNUAL  PROFITS. 

Against  a  total  annual  expenaUure 
of  £2,109.000  the  Prussian  State 
Forests  Department  can  show  an  in¬ 
come  of  £1.370,000,  making  a  net 
profit  for  the  year  of  £2.201,000.  In 
1893  the  sale  of  timber  alone  amount¬ 
ed  to  £4,200,000.  In  every  other 
German  state,  in  Bavaria,  Saxon.v, 
Wurttemberg,  and  the  rest,  forestry  is 
conducted  on  the  same  lines  gs  in 
Prussia,  and  with  eoually  lucrative 
results.  Taking  the  whole  of  the 
Empire  tha  value  of  the  timber  sold 
from  th™stalc  forests  cannot  be 
much  le?^»  than  £0,000,000  per  an¬ 
num.  of  course  this  is  only  a  small 
fraction  of  tho  total  needs  of  the 
country,  but  it  is  better  that  these 
six  millions  should  remain  at  homo, 
than  that  they  should  go  to  Russia, 
or  Sweden,  or  the  United  States.  It 
is  worth  noting  that  tho  export  of 
the  better  kind  of  German  grown 
timber  to  British  ports  rose  from 
25,800  tons  in  1889  to  nearly  53,- 
000  tons  in  1903.

THOUSANDS  EMPLOYED. 

-  It  is  difUcult  to  form  an  exadt  es¬ 
timate  cf  the  extent  to  which  labor 
is  employed  in  the  state  forests,  but 
the  latest  budget  of  the  Prussian 
Forest  Ifepartment  affords  some  clues. 
In  addition  to  the  higher  oiMcials  nl- 
read.v  mentioned,  provision  is  made 
for  119  a.ssistant  forester.s.  who  are 
candidates  for  higher  posts,  and  for 
3.887  district  foresters.  These  dis¬ 
trict  foresters  are  not  necessarily 
academy  graduate!},  but  they  are  nil 
skilleil  men,  and  are  rerrmted  from 
the  rank.s  of  the  better  etfucated  non¬ 
commissioned  ofTicors  af  the  army  and 
navy.  ,  The  number  of  un.skillod  lab¬ 
orers  constantly  employed  in  the 
Prussian  forests  cannot  fall  far  short 
of  .3.r>ob  men.  These  are  woodmen 
pure  and  simple,  drawn  from  the 
peasantry,  selected  for  their  honejity. 
.sobriety  and  sound  health.  If  their 
wages  are  not  very  high,  they  have 
constant  work,  and  the  helplessness 
of  their  old  age  is  mitigated  by  n 
pension. 

The  state  forests  also  give  employ¬ 
ment  to  a  large  number  of  person.s 
in  a  variety  of  indirect  ways.  Among 
the  numerous  intere.sting  items  in 
last  year's  Budget.  I  notice  a  sum 
of  LoJO.ObO  fxpended  on  the  cutting 
and  transport  of  wood,  and  paid  to 
j*ersons  not  in  the  I’mployment  of  the 
state,  such  as  wood-choppers,  saw¬ 
yers.  fellers  of  trees,  carters,  ami  the 
iike.  There  is  an  item  of  8120,000 
for  buildings  and  the  repair  of  build¬ 
ings.  another  of  880.000  for  the  im- 
prov'cinent  of  roads  and  bridges,  and 
another  of  £2r>(».000  for  forest  nur¬ 
series.  In  addition  there  are  numer¬ 
ous  smaller  disbursi^^^nts  to  turf- 
cutter.s.  saw-mill  ownersVi».Msengers. 
nr,  compensation  for  injury  dbne  by 
game;  even  the  lawyers  hate  their 
share.  ' 

MILLIONS  IN  ANNUAL  PROFITS. 

Against  a  total  annual  expenaUure 
of  £2.109.000  the  Prussian  State 
Forests  Department  can  show  an  in¬ 
come  of  £1,370,000,  making  a  net 
profit  for  the  year  of  £2.201,000.  In 
1893  the  sale  of  timber  alone  amount¬ 
ed  to  £4.200,000.  In  every  other 
German  state,  in  Bavaria,  Saxony. 
M’uritemberg,  and  the  rest,  forestry  is 
conducted  on  the  same  lines  as  in 
Pru.ssia.  and  with  enually  lucrative 
results.  Taking  the  whole  of  the 
Empire  tha  value  of  the  timber  sold 
from  th* state  forests  cannot  be 
much  le.'-s  than  £6,000,000  per  an¬ 
num.  of  course  this  is  only  a  small 
fraction  of  the  total  needs  of  the 
country,  but  it  is  better  that  these 
six  millions  should  remain  at  homo 
than  that  they  should  go  to  Russia, 
or  Sweden,  or  the  United  States.  It 
is  worth  noting  that  the  export  of 
the  better  kind  0/  German  grown 
timber  lo  British  ports  rose  from 
271,800  tons  in  1889  to  nearly  53,- 
000  tons  in  190".

Hq  ie  indeed  a  lucky  man  who  owns 
building  property  within  the  four- 
milo  radius  of  London,  for  he  can 
command  a  small  fortune  in  the  way 
bf  rental  for  his  houses,  shops,  or  of- 
fees,  as  the  case  may  be.  Singular¬ 
ly  enough,  it  is  not  in  the  west  end 
of  London,  as  many  people  imagine, 
where  the  highest  rents  are  paid,  but 
near  the  Old  Lady  of  Threadnocdlo 
street.  Some  time  ago  one  room 
near  the  Royal  Exchange  let  for  be¬ 
tween  £2,000  and  £8,000  a  year, 
while  a  house-agent  who  ad^'crtisod 
certain  properties  in  Throgmorton 
street  asked  £250  yearly  rental  for 
each  of  seven  telephone  boxes.  For 
a  suite  of  three  rooms  on  the  mez¬ 
zanine  floor  £1,000  a  year  was  also 
asked,  and  £2,000  required  for  six 
rooms  on  the  first  floor. 

For  shops  and  business  premises  in 
the  Strand  gigantic  rents  are  paid, 
a.lthough,  of  course.  Bond  street  is 
tno  dearest  thoroughfare  in  the  world 
with  regard  to  shops.  Many  shop¬ 
keepers  between  Charing  Cross  jind 
the  old  Lyceum  Theatre  pay  £2.000 
and  £8,000  rental,  exclusive  of  rates 
and  taxes.  Perhaps  one  might  be 
able  to  obtain  a  very  small  shop  for 
£600  or  £700  per  annum;  but  such 
a  price  would  secure  very  iudiflerent 
accommodation— probably  only  the 
one  room  which  faced  the  street. 

In  Bond  street,  .shops  which  arc 
almost  hidden  between  huge  business 
promises  bring  their  fortunate  owners 
.n  a  rental  of  from  £800  to  .C1.200 
(a  year,  while  £0,000  to  £7,000  i.s 
'not  an  unustml  price  to  pay  for  th^ 
larger-sized  premises.  Shops  in  Hog- 
ent  street  cost  even  more;  but  then 
they  are  generally  larger,  thus  m.xk- 
ing  the  rent  work  out  less. 

With  regard  to  private  riSsidences  in 
the  went  end,  n  nict>  house  in  Bel¬ 
gravia  can  bo  liad  for  from  6.000  to 
8.000  guineas,  and  a  ground-rent  of 
£150  a  year.  Some  time  ago  a 
charming  nian.sion  in  Kensington  was 
ofTerod'  on  a  forty-two  years’  lease  for 
27,500  guineas.  and  a  ground-rent 
approaching  £200  a  year.

A  Visitor  to  the  Northwest  Relates

The  Pittsburg  Gazette  prints  the 
following  from  Ogden,  Utah,  that 
bears  all  the  hallmarks  of  being  a 
lie: 

Alfred  Schreiber,  a  German  student 
and  newspaper  corre.spondcnC,  is  in 
Ogden  on  a  visit.

Precisely  at  a  guorter  to  four  on 
tho  afternoon  of  December  18th, 

1867,  all  London  was  startled  by  a 
shock  and  a  sound  resembling  tho 
distant  throb  of  an  oarthquako.  It 
ifas  due  to  an  attempt  made  by  car- 
tnin  Fenians  to  rcloaso  two  of  tholr 
comrades,  named  Durvo  and  Casey, 
from  the  Clerkenwell  Houso  of  De¬ 
tention ,  by  blowing  down  the  outer 
Wall  of  tho  gaol  with  gun-powder. 

The  plan  resulted  in  failure,  so  far 
as  sectirlng  tho  escape  of  tho  prison¬ 
ers  was  concerned.  But  the  results 
of  the  explosion  wero  sufficiently 
dreadful. 

I  The  wall  in  question  was  about  25 
feet  high,  2  feet  3  Inches  thick  at 
.the  bottom,  and  some  14  inches  thick

nUTTONS  OUT  OF  FRUIT  SEEDS. 

In  Central  America  there  is  a  fruit 
producing  palm  which  has  quite  met- 
;  amorphosed  the  button  business  and 
1  formed  the  nucleus  of  one  of  the 
most  important  industries.  The  seed 
of  thi.s  fruit  contains  a  milk  that  is 
sweet  to  the  tusto  and  is  relished  by 
the  natives.  The  milk,  when  al¬ 
lowed  to  remain  in  the  nut  long 
enough,  becomes  hardened,  and  turns 
into  a  substance  ns  hard  ns  the 
ivory  from  an  elephant's  tusks.  * 'I’lio 
plant  which  produces  these  nuts  is 
called  the  ivory  plant.  Most  of  the 
buttons  used  in  America,  whether 
called  ivory,  pearl,  bone,  horn,  or 
rubber  come  from  this  source.  The 
ivory  plant  is  one  of  the  w'onders 
of  the  age.  nnd  is  rewarding  its 
growers  with  vast  fortunes.  The 
nuts  ore  exported  by  the  shipload  to 
big  factoricis,  from  which  they  Issue 
forth  in-  every  conceivable  design, 
color,  grade,  and  classification  of 
button.

Jere¬ 
miah  Allen,  and  Ann  Justice. 

The  latter  acted  as  the  "agent  of 
tho  conspirators  in  their  communica¬ 
tions  with  their  friends  inside  the 
g,aol.  She  is  described  as  being 
"about  thirty  years  of  age,  not  ill- 
looking.  but  with  a  very  determined 
expression  of  countenance  "  Nor  did 
her  looks  belie  her,  for  on  the  very 
first  night  after  her  apprehension  she 
made  a  desperate*  attempt  to  strangle 
hers<?lf  in  the  cell  in  which  she  was 
confined. 

On  the  day  following  the  perpetra¬ 
tion  of  the  crime,  a  (Joverninent  re¬ 
ward  of  $2,000  was  offered  for  such 
.information  as  should  lead  to  tho 
'coirviction  of  the  efTondors.  This 
(lulckly  boro  fruit,  for  within  forty 
eight  hours  four  more  suspects  were 
under  lock  and  key,  nnd  shortly  after 
Barrett  himself  was  taken. 

On  April  20th  following  he.  to¬ 
gether  with  five  of  his  alleged  ac¬ 
complices,  was  put  upon  his  trial  at 
R  special  session  of  tho  Central  Crim¬ 
inal  Court,  tho  judges  being  Lord 
Chief  Justice  Cockburn  and  Baron 
Bramwell, 

They  were  charged,  jointly  nnd  sev¬ 
erally,  with  the  wilful  murder  of  Sar¬ 
ah  Ann  Ilodgkinson— one  of  the  vic¬ 
tims  of  the  explosion— and  they  plead¬ 
ed  "Not  Guilty.” 

j  Tho  trial,  which  resulted  in  tho  ac¬ 
quittal  of  all  the  prisoners  savo 
Barrett,  lasted  exactly  a  week,  and 
some  extraordinary  evidence  was  giv¬ 
en. 

It  was  i>rovod,  for  instance,  that 
regular  code  of  signals  existed,  by 
means  of  which  tho  dwellers  in  the 
upper  stories  of  many  of  tho  houses 
in  Corporation  Lane,  overlooking 

the  gaol  yard,  were  able  to  com¬ 
municate  with  the  prisoners  inside.

MANY  TAXES. 

In  the  matter  of  taxation  the  Isle 
of  Man  Is  unique.  There  is  no  in¬ 
come-tax  and  no  succession  dutica

valent  in  cash.  There  arc  no  stamp 
duties  on  receipts,  cheques,  promis¬ 
sory  notes,  etc.;  in  fact,  stamps  are 
used  only  for  postage.  'The  inland 
has  no  pawnshops.

Not  until  after 
two  plates  of  soup  and  some  steam¬ 
ing  coffee  could  X  find  my  legs  end 
feet  again.  Vet  the  poor  soldiers 
passed  it  by.  making  no  break  in 
their  Journey  from  abore  t.o  shore. 

It  was  with  lingering  regret  that  I 
left  the  hospitable  rest-house  cud 
again  disappeared  beneath  roy  wraps 
But,  even  the  crossing  of  Lake  Bai¬ 
kal  comes  to  an  end  some  time,  and 
about  six  hours  after  I  had  started 
I  arrived  at  the  little  towp  where 
my  Journey  was  to  recommence. 

More  troop  trains  and  ever  more 
met  us  as  we  passed  westward.  Af¬ 
ter  my  second  day  the  soldiers  that 
they  carried  changed  in 

type.  'Fhcy  were  no  longer  young 
recruits,  but  the  rescrvc.s — well-huilt, 
middleagcd  men.  who  behaved  them¬ 
selves

Bread  doubled,  su¬ 
gar  nnd  cofTeo  trebled.  At  the  saiue 
lime  I  noticed  in  sidings  the  ordin¬ 
ary  trains  of  commerce  lying  half 
hidden  in  snowdrifts? 

Several  Russians  on  the  train  who 
came  from  the  cast  of  Baikal  were 
miking  very  gravely  about  the  situ¬ 
ation.  Tlu*  native  tribes  grind  meir 
own  corn,  but  the  Europens  in  the 
towns  send  their  grain  to  Moscow, 
from  which  it  returns  as  flour. 

If  these  flour  trains  are  stopped 
prices  will  soon  he  rising  faming  high 
in  eastern  Siberia.  Peculation  er.d 
the  bribery  of  offlcinls  will  give  the 
civilians  supplies  taken  from  tho  war 
stores;  but  1  can  well  understand 
why  Russia  has  sent  her  convicts  in¬ 
to  the  army.  She  wants  no  tfpars 
mouths  to  feed.

,for  fires  and  use  straw  instead.  The 
country  between  Fen®^uan-Cheng 
and  Antung  rs  sparsely  settled.  The 
Chinese  avoided  the  high  roads,  pre¬ 
ferring  the  mountain  fastnesses. 
Milk,  butter,  and  eggs  are  *aimo5t 
unknown. 

Gen.  Kouropatkin *s  visit  to  New- 
Chwang  has  inspired  boundless  confi¬ 
dence,  The  Commander-in-Chicf  or- 
idcrcd  10,000  roseiw-es  to  reinforce  this 
j position,  in  view  of  the  expected  Ja¬ 
panese  attack,  while  an  additional 
force  of  l.>,000  men  is  ready  to  con- 
1  centrato  upon  this  place  at  short  no¬ 
tice  if  necessary. 

RUSSIAN  WOUNDED. 

A  despatch  to  the  London  Express

Gen.  Kuroki's  army,  according  to 
Russian  advices,  is  strong  out  along 
the  road  between  Anju  and  W’iju,  its 
uavunce  being  sexeridy  impeded  by 
I  bad  roads,  which  made  it  difficult  to 
I  push  forward  the  Bupi»Lies.  which  arc 
I  dragged  by  coolies,  requiring  eight 
nays’  -nareb  from  Chong-Ju  to  the 
j  Yalu.

JAPS  advance  TO  THE  YALU. 

Information  has  been  received  at 
Tokio  that  Japanese  tranaports  with 
stores  have  entered  the  estuary  of 
the  Yaln,  and  that  troops  are  land¬ 
ing  at  various  points  on  the  Coroan 
shore.  Presumably  gunboats  are  cov> 
cring  the  movement.  If  this  bo  true, 
the  Russian  forts  erected  on  the 
other  side  of  tho  river  must  be  ineffec¬ 
tive. 

The  Seoul  correspondent  of  the  Kok- 
umin  telegraphs,  on  what  he  says  is 
reliable  authority,  that  the  Japanese 
lines  have  advanced  to  the  Yalu,  thus 
proving  that  there  is  no  considerable 
Russian  force  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
river.

DOMINION  FISHERIES. 

Mr,  Prefontaine  presented  the  an¬ 
nual  nepart  of  tho  Fisheries  Depart¬ 
ment  for  1902.  It  shows  that  77,- 

801  persons  woro  employed  in  tho 
Canadian  fisheries  during  the  y^ar, 
the  craft  and  gear  used  being  valued 
at  $11,305,959.  Tho  lobster  fishery 
alone  employed  13,56.3  persons. 
Th/»re  are  nt  present  723  lobster 
ennners.  and  the  plant  is  valued  at 
$1,287,636.  In  British  Columbia 
there  arc  7.3  salmon  canneries,  val¬ 
ued  at  $1.. 500. 000,  employing  17.- 
098  persons,  and  producing  <10,103.- 
776  cans  of  salmon  annually.  In 
1902  there  were  64  scaling  schoon¬ 
ers,  and  last  year  24.  Eight  Cana¬ 
dian  vessel  operating  near  the  Falk¬ 
land  Islands  in  tho  South  Atlantic 
last  year  took  21.126  fur  seals.  Tho 
total  value  of  the  lishorios  in  1902 
was  $21,959,46.3.  as  against  $2.5.- 
731,1.53  tho  .venr  previous.  Tho 
British  Columbia  salmon  path  alone 
gave  a  reduction  of  two  and  a  half 
millions. 

The  value  of  fish  caught  in  Ontar¬ 
io  was  $1 ,26.5.700,  a  decrease  of 
$162,372. 

^  Tho  Eedcrnl  expenditure  in  fisher¬ 
ies  was  $527,944,  and  tho  revenue 
$78,635. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  Si  1  .- 
820,646  worth  of  fish  products  was 
exported  to  foreign  countries. 

CHEESE  COOLING  STATION. 

Mr.  lilain  asked  what  was  the  tot¬ 
al  expenditure  in  connection  with 
tho  cheese  cooling  room  at  Wood- 
stock.  Ont.,  up  to  March  Ist.  1904.

JAPAN’S  NEW  LEVIATHANS 

Battleships  Ordered  in  England 
Will  be  Powerful. 

A  despatch  from  London  says 
The  two  new  battleships  ordered  in 
England  by  Japan  will  bo  exceeding¬ 
ly  powerful.  Their  length,  445  feet 
will  exceed  that  of  most  powerful 
British  battleships  by  20  ferf.  In 
order  to  meet  the  capacity  of  dock- 
f.  [fing  accommodations,  the  beam  and 
9  Ulraught  have  been  fixed  at  78  feet 
1  and  26  feet  respectively.  Each  will 
3  have  a  displacement  of  16.400  tons. 

The  main  batteries,  it  is  stated, 
will  be  the  most  powerhil  yet  de¬ 
vised,  consisting  for  each  of  four  12- 
inch  guns,  four  10-inch,  and  five  6- 
inch  guns.  The  armored  belt  at  the 
water  line  will  be  nine  inches  thick, 
with  six  inches  armor  continuing  to 
the  level  of  the  deck.  A  new  feature 
will  bo  a  superstructure  of  four 
inches  armor,  insuring  that  no  part 
of  the  upper  works  will  be  unpro¬ 
tected. 

i  They  are  to  have  a  speed  of  19 
knots  and  w’ill  be  able  to  discharge 
eleven  tons  of  projectiles  per  minute 
from  their  main  batteries. 

In  addition  to  the  two  battleships 
actually  ordered,  .lapan  is  contem¬ 
plating  ordering  two  more  vessels 
of  that  description  to  be  built  hero. 


WHEAT  IN  PEACE  RIVER. 

Professor  John  Macoun  Insists 
That  it  Can  bo  Grown. 

A  despatch  from  Ottawa  says:  Be¬ 
fore  the  Commons  Agricultural  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Friday  morning  Prof.  John 
Macoun  was  questioned  as  to  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  the  Peace  River  country 
for  wheat-growing.  He  adhered 
strictly  to  his  statements  of  lost 
year,  that  a  large  area  of  the  Peace 
River  district  is  adapted  to  wheat¬ 
raising.  The  professor  explained  that 
the  report  of  his  son.  William  Ma¬ 
coun.  recently  pubHshed,  deals  with 
only  a  comparatively  small  area  of 
the  country.*  The  latter  considered 
that  the  part  he  visited  was  too  ||jb- 
ject  to  frosts  for  wheat-growing,  nut 
Prof.  JohnMacoun's  point  is  that  the 
district  further  east,  which  is  of 
2,000  foet  lower  altitude,  has  also  a 
soil  and  climate  that  would  give 
wheat  a  splendid  chance.  Prof.  Ma¬ 
coun  was  positive  about  the  fortilitj' 
of  tl^e  soil  along  the  Peace  River. 
Nev«rthele.ss.  he  would  not  advise  set¬ 
tlers  to  go  into  the  district  until  fa¬ 
cilities  are  provided  to  got  their  crops 
out.

Railway  Crossing  At  Tweed. 

Ottawa,  April  In.— The  governor-Gen- 
eral  in  Council  ban  given  his  decision  in  the 
appeal  from  the  Railway  CommiBsion  in 
tbo  applioation  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  fur  a 
crossing  over  the  Canadian  Paoifio  at  Tweed 
The  government  upsets  the  decision  of  the 
commission  and  restores  the  judgement  of 
the  Railway  Committee  of  *tha  Privy 
Council.  The  Railway  Committee  decid¬ 
ed  for  a  orossing  which  would  pass  over  the 
tracks  and  sidings  of  the  C.P. R.  at  Tweed. 
Tbo  Railway  Commission  decided  to  move 
the  crossing  further  west  as  not  to  pass 
over  the  sidings.  This  was  changed  to  tho 
decision  of  the  Railway  Committee. 

Death  Of  Adam  Amey. 

The  death  occurred  on  Sunday,  of  Adam 
Amoy,  one  of  the  patriarchs  of  Erneattown 
township.  He  has  lived  nearly  all  bis  life 
of  eighty-two  years  in  the  township.  His 
devoted  wife  survives.  His  only  living 
brother,  David,  has  been  for  some  time  in 
Kingston  General  Hospital  nnder  surgioal 
care,  for  troubles  rarely  come  singly.  The 
brothers  lived  on  adjoining  farms  ;  David, 
aged  Ecventy-eight,  is  a  bachelor  and  lived 
fllone.  One  afternoon  he  fell  in  the  barn 
yard  and  broke  his  thigh.  No  help  was 
near  and  it  was  one  of  the  coldest  nights  of 
the  severe  winter.
